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Lightning Strikes 
TV Tower 


The new TV tower on 
Green Point was struck by ligh- 
tning at eighteen minutes to 
eight on Sunday morning. Al- 
though no serious damage was 
done, the transmission from the 
station were stopped for about 
half an hour while fuses were 
replaced. Transmission resum- 
ed at 8:20 a.m. 

The tower is grounded to 
a sheet of copper, which mea- 
sures nine feet by three. This 
plate is buried under the sur- 
face of the soil and provides 
very efficient grounding for the 
tower. 

Mr. Michael Cole, who 
is in charge of maintenance 
ct the station reported thot his 
own TV set was put out of act- 
ion so that he was not certain 
whether the tower was still 
transmitting or not, until he 
went across to check. 

It won't be too long be- 
fore Mr. Cole's calls for ass- 
istance in the case of serious 
damage to the tower, will be 
answered very quickly. A 
helicopter pod is to be constr- 
ucted at the station, and the 
network officials estimate that 
repoir crews will be on the 
scene within 20 minutes of 
being called.

Canadian Meat Prices 


Mr. Cole killed his first 
beef in 1919 at the age of 
twelve. He wos taught to 
do this by Henry McConnell, 
a well known county figure, 
and launched his career at 
such an early age because 
his father did not like to s!- 
aughter cattle, although he 
butchered them. At about 
the same age Mike peddled 
meat from a cart with his 
father, travelling around the 
area from house to house. 

During the early yeors of 
this century all cattle slau- 
ghtering was local, the few 
butchers in the county did 
their own killing, and bought 
the animals at the old Picton 
market each Saturday. Under 
this system transportation of 
the meat was minimal and 
overheads were low. 

Mike feels that the pre- 
sent system is expensive; he 
estimates that an extra $50 
is added to the cost of the 
carcass in sales barn expen- 
ses, transportation and pack- 
ing plant costs. 

Cattle sold in Picton 
are taken to Toronto and re- 
sold, says Mr. Cole, then 
they are shipped to the pack- 
ing plants to be butchered. 
After processing they ore re- 
distributed, so that a steer 
raised in this area, could 
well come back here as 
joints of beef after travelling 
to Kitchener, via Toronto 
and back again. 

These expenses alone 
add about 10 cents to the 
average cost of a pound of 
beef. 

Mike feels that the asso- 
ciations between the govern- 
ments and packing plants ore 
too close, so that the system 
is organized in such a way that 
the larger port of the profits 
goes to the meat packers and 
later the retailers. In his own 
circle Mike knows of only 
one family that lives entirely 
on the profits of beef farming. 
In his opinion the farmer 
should receive a higher profit, 
and the meat processors con- 
siderably less. Lower profits 
for the middlemen would mean 
lower costs to the consumer.

Mr. Al Smith, who is 
presently engaged in a res- 
earch project into the two 
Deseronto air bases, Camp 
Mohawk and Camp Rathbun, 
recently unearthed a rare 
book which contained the 
following description of Des- 
eronto: 

The Town of Deseronto 
is on the north shore of Lake 
Ontario, some 130 miles east 
of Toronto. Between it and 
the main body of the lake, 
lies the island county of 
Prince Edward. Here, at 
points three niles west and 
one and a half miles north, 
were selected the two aero- 
dromes of camps Mohawk and 
Rathbun, the former being 
part of an Indian reserve, 
the use of whichwas secured 
through the agency of the 
Department of Indian Affairs 
at Ottawa, the latter being 
a level farm owned by a 
prominent family in the town 
of Deseronto. Work comm- 
enced during April, 1917, 
and was sufficiently far ad- 
vanced to enable machines 
to take the air in the follow- 
ing month. 

The technical equipment 
at Mohawk ultimately con- 
sisted of twelve flight sheds 
(four squadrons), with com- 
plete provision for aeroplane 
repair and ground instruct- 
jon, the engine repair work 
being done in rented sheds 
in the town of Deseronto. 
The aerodrome itself was un- 
usually level and the surr- 
ounding country fairly open. 
A large amount of flying 
took place, of course, over 
water. Within easy reach to 
the eastward lies that exquis- 
ite expanse of the St. Law- 
rence River which encircles 
the Thousand Islands. 

The camp buildings, 
centrally heated, crowned an 
eminence lying between the 
aerodrome and the water's 
edge, a beautiful site which 
commanded an excellent 
view of the adjacent country. 
Mohawk, with the neigh- 
bouring camp of Rathbun, was 
occupied during the early 
summer of 1917 by the 43rd 
Wing, headquarters adminis- 
tration being housed in the 
Town of Deseronto, from which 
both camps could easily be 
reached. 

The development of train- 
ing, confined at first to aerial 
work, was carried to the 
point of giving ground and

gunnery instruction, and an 
excellent range was construct- 
ed near the barrack buildings. 
Water was drawn from the lake 
nearby and chlorinated for 
use, while ample electrical 
facilities were secured from 
the transmission circuits of 

the Provincial Hydro-Electric 
system. 

By November, 1918, the 
accommodation of this unit 
was sufficient for 71 officers, 
320 cadets, 69 warrant off- 
icers and sergeants, and 450 
rank and file. 

Camp Rathbun, one and 
a half miles north of Deseronto, 
was topographically very 
similar to Mohawk, but com- 
prised a lesser acreage. Dur- 
ing the autumn of 1918, the 
accommodation there was also 
increased, and a central heat- 
ing plant erected in order to 
keep all buildings thoroughly 
comfortable during the winter 
months. There was provision 
for 53 officers, 246 cadets, 
and 330 other ranks. Water 
was chlorinated and drawn 
through the municipal system 
of the town of Deseronto, 
and electrical energy secured 
as at Mohawk . 

Both the above camps 
were occupied by the 43rd

1917, and by the 42nd Wing 
during the summer of 1918, 
In the intervening winter, 
Camp Mohawk afforded ace- 
ommodation for one half of 
the Cadet Wing held in Can- 
ada in training during that 
particular period. 
Wing headquarters have 
always been in Deseronto, 
| and there also, during the 
summer of 1918, permanent 
housing was erected for that 
| section of the occupying wing

Ratepayers Protest to Premier 


In spite of the fact that 
approxomately two hundred 
residents of Deseronto recently 
wrote to the government ex- 
pressing concern about the 
cost of the town's sewer services, 
no reply has yet been received. 
Because of this, the Ratepayer's 
Association is trying a different 
approach and at the meeting 
held on Thursday, April 12th., 
nineteen members of an action 
group signed the following 
letter to be sent, along with 
an attached brief, to the Hon. 
William Davis, Premier of 
Ontario. 

The letter reads:

We are writing this 
letter on behalf of the Rate- 
payers of the Community of 
Deseronto. 

As you are probably a- 
ware a great deal of concern 
has been expressed both to you 
and to your party represent- 
atives, over the last twenty- 
four months, with regard to 


the provincial sewage system 
installed in the town of Des- 
eronto. This concern has not 
abated, but, rather, has in- 
creased to an almost intolerable 
level. 

Enclosed is a copy of a 
letter, now over a month old, 
which was sent to the Ministry 
of Treasury, Economics and 
Intergovernmental Affairs by 
approximately two hundred 
residents of this community. 
No reply has been received to 
this letter to date. We are 
aware that a special meeting 
was called shortly after this 
letter was mailed. The attend- 
ance at that special meeting 
was restricted to the town 
council, the public utilities 
commission, the tswn clerk, 
the secretary-manager of the 
public utilities commission, 
and a representative of the 
Ministry of the Environment. 
No information was made pub- 
lic either at the conclusion 
of the meeting or at any time 
thereofter. 

The attached brief will 
give a recapitulation of the 
situation and of why we feel 
there is a possibility of undue 
government influence. 

Knowing your reputation 
for fair play and your interest 


in the individuals of your pro- 
vince, we are sure you will 
give this matter your prompt 
consideration and attention.

Copies of this letter were 
also sent to Robert Nixon, 
Leader of the Opposition and 
to Stephen Lewis, Leader of 
N.D.P. 

The brief, which was 
attached to the letter stated 
that: 


THE PROVINCIAL GOVERN- 
MENT, The Ministry of the 
Environment, states that the 
charge to the average house- 
holder (under the new subsidy) 
should be no more than $130. 
per year for sewage treatment 
facilities. 


WHEREAS in Deseronto the 
charge to the average house- 
holder is approximately $190. 
per year based on the follow- 
ing: a surcharge based on a 
percentage of the water bill 
and billed by the public util- 
ities commission which aver- 
ages $150. annually, a conn- 
ection and a frontage charge 
billed on the tax bill which 
averages $42. annually for 


both. 


WHEREAS an estimated over 
charge of at least sixty dollars 
per household annually is being 
imposed on the people. 


WHEREAS there are o minimum 
of four hundred homes involved. 


THEREFORE. at the present 

rate of charges an estimated 
SURPLUS could be over 
TWENTY THOUSAND DOLLARS 
by the end of 1973.

THE HASTINGS COUNTY BOARD of EDUCATION 


BUDGET 


The Hastings County Board of Education has established an exp- 
enditure budget for 1973 in the amount of $24,492.000. The 
increase over the 1972 budget is only 8.8%, the lowest percent- 
age increase since County Boards came into being. The annual 
percentage increases have been drastically and gradually reduced 
from 17.5% in 1969 to 8.8% in 1973. 


The budget meets the ceiling requirements of the Ministry of Ed- 
ucstion and of necessity is non-expansionary. The restrictions 
imposed have required a re-ordering of priorities and the only 
new program introduced is "Curriculum Development". This is 

a direct outgrowth of the studies of the Board's Curriculum Under- 
standing Committees undertaken during 1972 and is designed to 
follow-up in a number of areas of concern identified at that time. 


The Ministry of Education has for the first time made available 
the limits on spending for two years, both 1973 ond 1974. Be- 
couse the additional amount available in 1974 will be consid- 
erably less than the additional amount available in 1973 - an 
estimated increase of about 4.5% - and because it is unwise to 
build in costs and people in 1973 that would have to be elimin- 
sted in 1974, every economy has been implemented to reduce 
expenditures in all phases of accommodation and administration. 
In the Secondary Schools, despite these economics it will not be 
possible to replace teachers who resign or retire, nor to hire the 
twelve additional teachers who would have been required based 
on formula application to predicted enrolments for September, 
1973. This unfortunate change reduces the staff in Secondary 
Schools by 25 beginning September, 1973. Fortunately, through 
a combination of attrition and forward plonning, it will not be 
necessary to discharge any teachers in Hastings during the curr- 
ent budget year. 


The Trustees are aware that this staff reduction threatens the 
quality of learning that the Board has struggled to provide. The 
County is now back to a stoff-pupil ratio that existed in 1969 
when the Board was formed. The Trustees plan to co-operate 


1973 


with various groups in the County in approaching the Ministry of 
Education to request consideration of the educational and fin- 
ancial implications of the budget position, complicated by dec- 
lining enrolments in the Elementary Schools and an accelerated 
"drop-out" rate in the Secondary Schools. 


The Province's share of the total expenditure in Hastings County 
is up a fraction of o percent in 1973, in spite of press releases 
which indicated the Government would improve its proportion by 
2%. \n 1972 the Ministry of Education infused the grant struct- 
ure and produced an artificial tax reduction for most municipal- 
ities. This infusion has not taken place in 1973 and therfore 
the tax requirements are returning to their normal relative pos- 
itions. Thus the tax requirements in 1973 compared with the 
more normal base of 197] reveals an increase of only 5.1% for 
two years, or an average increase of 2.6%. This is illustrated 
in the schedule attached, 


Of the 29 Municipalities in Hastings County, 16 are still en- 
joying a subsidy from the Ministry of Education. The subsidy 

is designed to restrict the rate of annual increase in mill rate in 
a municipality. The 1973 regulations accelerated the rate of 
increase allowed with the result that the relative increase in 
mill rates for municipalities with subsidies is greater than for 
those municipalities without subsidies. It is evident from the 
schedule attached that the 16 municipalities with subsidies are 
generally required to contribute at o smaller equalized mill rate 
than those municipalities without subsidies. 


In summary, the Board has produced a non-expansionary budget 


within the ceilings prescribed by the Ministry of Education, which 
retains the present status of the Elementary Schools, but imposes 
some unfortunate restrictions in the Secondary Schools. The im- 
plications for Trustees ore summed up in the necessity to approach 
the Ministry. The implications for taxpayers are indicated by 

the example that on a dwelling with a $15,000. sale value, the 
increase in taxes for educational purposes will average $20. in 


1973.
